RUSSIAN IS BLAMED 
BY BRITISH PRESS 


LONDON, Feb. 27 (AP)— 
British newspapers on both 
sides of the political fence | 
united today in blaming Soviet |

Even newspapers of the 
Labor opposition conceded 


Macmillan had done his best. 

Macmillan himself had prom- 
ised only to return with infor- 
mation. He had warned he was 
going on a_ reconnaissance 
mission “to try to break the 
ice and get some feeling of the 
general situation.” 

British spokesmen in Mos- 


cow admitted yesterday, after 
their chief flew to Kiev for 
the sightseeing portion of his 
trip, that the “feeling” Mac- 
millan got was that both the 
Russians and the West so far 
were standing firm on the re- 


many and West Berlin. 
Trip Called Failure. 
Britons generally had hoped 


for more. As a result, Mac- 
millan’s trip was widely termed 
a failure, a bold move that had 
turned out to be a disappoint- 
ment. 

The papers agreed that 
Khrushchev’s speech Tuesday, 
pouring cold water on the 


Germany, had wrecked 

British-Soviet meeting.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 (UPI) 
—The Administration today de- 
nounced as “extravagant and 
inflationary” a  multi-billion- 
dollar housing measure adopted 
this week by the Democratic- 
controlled House Banking and 


Currency Committee. 
Housing Administrator Nor- 
man P. Mason told a press 


conference the measure was 
one of the most costly housing 
proposals ever considered by 
Congress, He said it would 
still be costing the taxpayers 
in the year 2000 

Mason said the $2.100,000,000 
price tag Democrats have put 
on the bill was only “half the 
truth.” Counting public hous- 
ing subsidy costs over the next 
45 years, Mason said, the bill 
actually adds up to $5,800.- 
000,000. 

Mason said he did not ques- 
tion the motives of Congress- 
men supporting the bill but 
contended some of them did 
not fully realize its full cost. 
Silent on Veto. 
declined to sav if he 
would recommend a presiden- 
tial veto if the committee- 
passed measure went to the 
White House unchanged. He 
indicated, however, that he ex- 
pects the House to cut the 
measure and that it will be 
trimmed still further by a 
House-Senate compromise 

Mason's criticism was viewed 
as the opening of an Admin- 
istration drive to pressure 
Congress to whittle the pro- 
gram which exceeds that re- 
quested by President Eisen- 
hower. 

The Senate has passed a 
housing measure of about $3.- 
500,000,000. The Administra- 
tions own proposal would cost 
$1,600 ,000,000

Mason stressed the Presi- 
dent’s position that the Gov- 
ernment “should not spend 


more than it can afford.” 
“Before we start writing bil- 


lion-dollar checks on the na- 


tion's future.” he said, “I think 
we ought to take a clear. hard 
look at Uncle Sam's bank ac- 
count and see what he can 
afford to do in face of the 
many urgent demands for the 
taxpavers dollar.” 


The measure faces such stiff 
opposition in the House Rules 
Committee that Democratic 
leaders mav be unable to get 
t cleared for floor action until 
after the Easter recess in April. 

Some backers feared that 
the conser v ative-dominated 
Rules Committee might bottle 
up the measure unless Demo- 
cratic leaders agreed to scale 
down its controversial provis- 
ion for a sharp expansion in 
public housing 

The controversy over the 
housing measure; approved 19 
to 7 by the House Banking 
Committee Wednesday. cen- 
tered on its provision to ex- 
pand public housing.

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CHURCH COUNCIL 
URGES REPEAL 
OF STUDENT OAT 


HARTFORD, Conn., Feb. 27 
(AP)—The National Council of 
Churches vesterday urged Con- 
gress to strike out the loyalty 


oath provision in the 1958 
National Defense Education 
Act 

The act requires students 


seeking loans or scholarships 
provided by the act to affirm 
that thev are not members of 
subversive organizations 

The council’s general board 
approved a formal pronounce- 
ment on the Subject at the 
closing session of its midwin- 
ter meeting here. 

It also adopted proposals to 
extend the federal and state 
minimum wage laws to all 
workers, and t8 commit mem- 
her churches to oppose racial 
or religious discrinmation in 
housing 

Based on Loyalty. 

The procurement on. the 
lovalty oath said the American 
political system rests on “trust 
in the integrity and loyalty of 
its free, uncoerced citizens.” 

A lovalty affidavit is useless, 
it said, because “persons gen- 
uinelv disloval to the United 
States would not hesitate to 
sign.” 

The board emphasized that 
its chief objection springs from 
a religious standpoint — “our 
commitment to the God whose 
service is perfect freedom, a 
commitment solemniyv ex- 
pressed in the Declaration of 
Ir ‘ependence.” 

the minimum wage proposal 
caused some dissension but was 
adopted bv voice. vote. It 
placed the national council on 
record in support of “the prin- 
ciple of minimum wage legisla- 
tion, federal and state... as 
a practical means of assuring 
at least the minimum standard 
of living necessary for the 
maintenance of health and de- 
cency for family living today.” 

Cites Own Errors. 

In the resolution on housing, 
the general board committed 
member churches to work 
through moral influence, social 
action, and legislation toward 
adequate housing for all, re- 
gardiess of race, religion, or 
national origin. It urged mem- 
bers of churches to impress on 
their representatives in na- 
tional, state and municipal 
governments “the urgent need 
to increase the public housing 
program as one means of pro- 
viding more housing on an 
open occupancy basis for lower 
income groups.” 

The resolution acknowledges 
that the churches themselves 
“have not been guiltless in pro- 
longing discriminatory prac- 
tices, often through evasion and 
i.difference.”’ 

At adjournment, the general 
board announced it will meet 
June 3 and 4 in Seattle, Wash.

lows up his initial announce- 
ment will not be that in which 
one church lays down the con- 
dition under which it will con- 


sider any advance towards 
unity.” 

“If that should turn out to 
be the approach,” it continues. 


“ecumenical hopes are fore- 
doomed from the start.” 

The editorial notes that if 
there is a disposition in Roman 
Catholie circles to forego “‘one- 
sided claims” the council might 
advance Christian unity, but 
its general tenor is one of 
doubt 

The editorial was written by 
the Rev. Dr. Samuel McCrea 
Cavert, retired general secre- 
tary of the national council.

Senator Clinton P. Anderson,

In a Senate speech, the New 
Mexico Democrat questioned 
the “adequacy” of the program 
presented last week by the 
Atomic Energy Commission for 
the long-range development of 
economic nuclear power. 

His speech amounted to a 
preview of the expanded atomic 
power program that Democrats 
on the committee would press 
for in the hearings and nego- 
tiations now getting under way 
with the commission. Included 
in the preview were proposals 
for government construction of 
one or two sizable atomic power 
plants 

Hopes for Harmony. 

At the same time Anderson 
expressed renewed hopes that 
the committee and commission 
—after an initial flareup last 
week—could work out a new 
program in a “constructive” 
manner and with “good feel- 
ings.” 

Some progress toward a com- 
promise has been made in re- 
cent days in informal discus- 


sion _.between Anderson and 
John A. MeCone, AEC chair- 
man. There are_ indications 


that the commission will agree 
to modifications and some ex- 
pansion of its original 
gram. 

The AEC prvugram calls for 
the construction of six new ex- 
perimental and prototype 
atomic reactors by private in- 
dustry and the Government at 
a cost o fabout $75,000,000.

RECREATIONAL AREA 
PLAN 10 BE STUDIED

WASHINGTON, Feb. 27 — 
The National Park Service to- 
day agreed to make a detailed 
study of a proposal to establish 
a national recreational area on 
the Current and Eleven Point 
rivers in the Missouri Ozarks. 

At a meeting here this morn- 
ing with Gov. James T. Blair 
and other Missouri officials, 
Director Conrad L. Wirth of 
the National Park Service said 
the service was willing to un- 
dertake the study on a joint 
basis with interested = state 
agencies 

Wirth called the proposal a 
“wonderful idea.’ The proposed 
area would be similar to a na- 
tional park, but private owner- 
ship of land and some other 
activities not permitted in na- 
tional parks would be author- 
ized 

Establishment of the recrea- 
tional area was proposed in a 
resolution adopted recently by 
the Missouri Legislature. The 
area would include about 100.- 
000 acres along the two rivers. 

A preliminary study of the 
area was made in 1955 by state 
and federal agencies. Wirth 
estimated that the detailed 


, Study would require about a 
year and cost $50,000. 

Members of the Missouri 
delegation in Congress, who 
attended the meeting, indicated 
they would~ seek to obtain a 
special appropriation from con- 
gress to finance the sutdy. 

Wirth cautioned the Missouri 
delegation not to itnerpret his 
agreement to undertake the 
study as meaning automatic ap- 
proval for establishing the area 
as a national recreational fa- 
cility. 

“The Bureau of the Budget 
and the Administratoin, of 
course, will eventually have to 


pass on the matter,” he re- 
marked. 
The Missouri Legislature's 


resolution requested purchase 
and development of land along 
the two rivers, saying they are 
famous for excellent fishing 
and the many clear, cold 
springs that rise in the two 
valleys. 

Some opposition was report- 
ed in outstate Missouri from 
groups interested in promoting 
construction of high dams.

FORCOSTINQUIRY 


The Board of. Education yes- 
terday turned down a mem- 
ber’s request for an investiga- 
tion of “grossly excessive” la- 
bor costs on renovation of a 
building owned by the board. 


Daniel L. Schlafly asked fel- 
low board members to look 
into labor costs at “Blossom 
House,” a nine-room residence 
converted into a student union 
building for students at Harris 
Teachers College. 


His motion for a board in- 
vestigation failed when no 
other board member offered to 
second it. 

Schlafly charged that 954 
hours of electricians’ time had 
been spent in renovating the 
residence. He said a private 
contractor had inspected the 
building and told him the work 
should have taken 213 hours. 

He also said total labor time 
on the house, acquired by the 
board in 1955, cost $26,000. 
“This does not include materi- 
als,” he noted. 

Pointing out that the labor 
time spent by board employes 
on the renovating exceeded by 
450 per cent the amount of 
time a private contractor said 
it should have taken. Schlafly 
called for an official investiga- 
tion. 

His Motion was greeted with 
silence. 

In other actions, the board, 


which met as a committee of

“T asked how much it would 
be worth to get her daughter- 
in-law out of the way, when the 
money would be paid and so 
on,” Moya said. 

“She first wanted to pay 
$3000 but I hoosted it up to 
$6000.” 

Moya said Mrs. Duncan of- 
fered sleeping pills in case dy- 
ing might be “too painful’ for 
the intended victim, rope to 
tie her and acid to disfigure 
the nurse so she would not be 
recognized. 

The plan called for kidnaping 
Olga Duncan on the street and 
taking her to Tijuana, Mexico, 
where she could be done away 
with, he said. 

Moya said Mrs. Duncan went 
out after the killing arrange- | 
ments were settled and pawned 
her wedding rings for $175 to 
finance the crime. 

With the money, Moya said, 
he and Baldonado rented a car 
for $25, borrowed a .22-caliber 
pistol from a friend and bought 
tape and black leather gloves. 

Lured on a Ruse. | 

Moya said they lured the 
nurse from her Santa Barbara 
apartment on a ruse that her 
husband, Frank, was outside 
drunk. She put up a terrific 
struggle with her attackers and 
was still alive when they found 
a spot to bury her. 

Moya said he and Baldonado 
eleaned up after burying the 
nurse and next day he called 
Mrs. Duncan and told her, 
“Everything is done. We got 
rid of her.” 

Baldonado followed Moya to 
the stand and substantiated 
the salient points of his 
partner’s story while posing as 
a passive member in the 
murder. The confessed killers 
face a hearing in April on their 
pleas of innocent by reason of

At Santiago, meanwhile, a 
three-man military court was 
considering unprecedented 
pfrosecution charges of ‘‘geno- 
cide” against 43 officers and 
men of Batista’s air force. 

The prosecution, arguing 
that air attacks on civilians 
amount to “genocide,” has 
asked the death penalty for 22 
of the pilots and gunners on 
trial and prison terms ranging 
from five to 30 years for the 
other 21. 

The defense attorneys chal- 
lenged the genocide charge in 
general and on some specific 
points accused the proseution 
of failing to prove its case. 

Prof. Carlos Pena Justiz, one 
of the spokesmen for the de- 
fense, argued that the crime 
of genocide is not punishable 
under the Cuban military pe- 
nal code. He said the offense, 
first mentioned officially at the 
Nuernberg war crimes trials, 
never has been thoroughly de- 
fined. 

It was announced here that 
Cuban authorities will ask the 
United States to extradite four 
refugees charged with com- 
plicity in the murder of Sen- 
ator Pelayo Cuervo Navarro in 
1952 

The Supreme Court in- 
structed special prosecutor 
Jose M. Fuente Carretero to 
file a petition with the United 
States embassy asking that 
Army Cols. Orlando Piedra 
and Mariano Faget and police 
officia!s Sotero Delgado and S. 
Gutierrez be returned to stand 
trial 

Treasury Minister Rufo Lo- 
pez Fresquet told a television

KENNEDY'S VIEWS CRITICIZED 
BY ANOTHER CATHOLIC PAPER 


PROVIDENCE, R.I., Feb. 27 
(AP)—The Providence Visitor. 
official weekly newspaper of 
the Roman Catholic diocese of 
Providence, said yesterday that 
Senator John F. Kennedy 
(Dem.), Massachusetts, “over- 
stated his case” in answering 
questions recently on church- 
state relations 


Kennedy “seems to have 
pleased the P.O.A:U. (Protes- 
tants and Other Americans 


United for Separation of 
Church and State) more than 
Catholic opinion,” the paper 
said. The Visitor said the Sen- 
ator was in error in saying 
that nothing takes precedence 
over an officeholder’s oath to

“Man's highest allegiance is 
to God, to his conscience be- 
fore God,” the editorial said.

Communist regime. 

The Soviet leader said the 
time had come to sign peace 
treaties with both Germanys.

Khrushchev that the big pow- 
ers had only two roads to 
travel: They could negotiate 
the entire German question as 
proposed by the West or act 
independently, with the West 
forced to take “possible grave 
decisions” to protect its rights 
in Berlin. 
Would See Eisenhower. 

In view of the seriousness of 
the situation, Macmillan is un- 
derstood to have decided to do 
his best to get to Washington 
in the latter half of March to4 
report to and consult with 
President Eisenhower. After 
returning to London next Tues- 
day he expects also to report 


in Bonn and Paris. 

Macmillan and Khrushchev 
have spent about 15 hours to- 
gether in consultation since the 
Prime Minister arrived last 
Saturday. In their first meet- 
ings they spoke in general of 
East-West conflicts and came 
to respect each other's frank- 
ness. 

All the greater therefore was 
the shock in diplomatic quar- 
ters here on Tuesday when 
Khrushchev talked publicly 
and concretely about the 
sues under consideration while 
his guests were off in the coun- 
try inspecting the Soviet atom 
smasher. 

What is more, Khrushchev 
had advertised this speech that 
morning to a group of dele- 
gates to the World Peace 
Council meeting here and had 
never mentioned it or its sub- 
stantive content to Macmillan. 
That evening at the British em- 
bassy, First Deputy Premier 
Anastas Mikoyan publicly 
boasted to Khrushchev that 
diplomats were all amutter 
over this speech. 

In the naturally chilly at- 
mosphere of ensuing meetings. 
Khrushchev is reported to have 
expressed an open preference 
toward the disarmament poli- 
cles recommended by the Brit- 
ish Labor party 

The Soviet Premier thus be- 
trayed not only the preference 
but what is regarded as his 
impatience at dealing with 
British Conservatives, who he 
believes will be voted out of 
office soon. 


Toothache Ends Talks. 

And, finally, yesterday 
Khrushchev developed a tooth- 
ache which he said would pre- 
vent his accompanying the 
British party to Kiev. This 
abruptly ended the talks. 

Later in the day, however. 
Khrushchev felt well enough 
again to receive an Iraqi cabi- 
net delegation. 

Not until after the Khrush- 
chev speech did the two heads 
of government get down to 
specific issues and by then the 
general warmth of their first 
meetings had been dissipated. 
Macmillan is said to have con- 
centrated from that moment on 
efforts to discover the Soviet 
motives behind stated policies. 

He found Khrushchev genu- 
inely afraid of the arming of 
West German troops. with 
atomic weapons and deeply 
concerned about the “hostile” 
Significance of the United 
States bases around the Soviet 
territory. He tried to demon- 
strate that Khrushchev’s fears 
were unwarranted. 

Diplomats say also that 
Khrushchev appeared anxious 
for disarmament arrangements, 
but he would not yield his con- 
tention that Western plans to 
police such _ arrangements 
amounted to a request for 
“spying” privileges in Soviet 
territory. 

It was on these notes that 
the talks ended—with both the 
Russians and the British insist- 
ing publicly that they had 
found them “useful,”

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a 27-nation peace conference 
with the two Germanys.

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State Highways First 


A special legislative committee opened hear- 
ings Monday involving gasoline tax increases 
and the future of Missouri highways. At issue 
is the constant rural demand for more state 
road money to “get Missouri out of the mud.” 
Once again this demand threatens improve- 
ments in the basic state highway system. It 
is up to the committee, under Senator Kinney 
of St. Louis, to resolve the local-state conflict. 

The conflict arises from two gas tax bills. 
Gov. Blair and the State Highway Commission 
want a 2-cent increase in the state’s gas tax 
of 3 cents a gallon, to support a 20-year road 
building program. Rural legislators, supported 
by the county courts, have suggested a 1%- 
cent increase with 1 cent going to the cities 
and counties and a half cent to the state. 

State highways, surely, should receive pri- 
ority. They already carry nearly 60 per cent 
of all traffic in Missouri. They are the main 
arteries of commerce. 

The Legislature should, we believe, raise 
Missouri’s low gas tax by 1 cent to support 
the state highways. A State Highway Depart- 
ment study proves that extra funds are 
needed not only to modernize the main roads 
but to make full use of federal matching 
funds. The resultant 48 per cent revenue in- 
crease ought to be adequate until the state’s 
10-year road program expires in 1962. 

Then, what should be done about purely 
rural roads? There are 67,000 miles of coun- 
ty roads in Missouri—twice as many as in the 
State system. Some are gravelled but many 
are mud, despite modest state aid under the 
King Act. But the Legislature ought to look 
closely at the whole rural road problem be- 
fore expanding state aid. 

Missouri has nearly 1500 governmental 
units involved in road administration, includ- 
ing the counties and municipalities and 546 
special road districts. 

Many of these units do not have the taxable 
wealth even to pay a highway engineer, much 
less to build good roads and bridges. 

The best answer to this problem appears to 
be consolidation for road purposes. Several 
counties might administer a sound road pro- 
gram where one could not. 

Iowa and numerous other states have made 
intensive studies of their rural road problems 
and certainly Missouri should do so. The 
Legislature could create a special investiga- 
tive committee to report in the next session. 
The investigators should include experts on 
roads and governmental organization as welj 
as rural and urban representatives. Until 
such a thorough study is completed it would 
be unwise to increase state aid for local roads. 
Meanwhile the gas tax should be increased 
one cent for state highways alone. 


Howl From the Meat-Hounds 


There are, alas, primitive persons who 
go to woods and streams determined to get 
enough meat for a lodge barbecue or a ladies’ 
night fish-fry. They would use nuclear war- 
heads—if they could get their hands on them. 

They now have let out a loud howl because 
the Conservation Commission has reserved a 
scant quarter of a mile of trout water in 
Bennett Spring State Park for fly-fishing only 
—while allowing the use of every kind of 
hardware and even live bait on the other 
reaches of the spring branch. That 73 per 
cent of the anglers who go to Bennett Spring 
favor the restriction does not impress the 
objectors. 

Angling, according to kind Master Walton, 
is the contemplative man’s recreation. It is 
a fine art in which the lightest of rods and 
the finest fluffs of fur and feather are used 
in a contest with the wary trout, a contest in 
which the odds must favor the fish. To 
achieve proficiency, the angler must learn 
to read water, he must be a close observer 
of all the life in and near a stream, he must 
understand the nature of a rainbow, he must 
cultivate the delicate approach and an even 
more delicate touch. 

Time was when an angler had miles of gin- 
clear, spring-cold, sun-dappled water to him- 
self. Such a noble paradise cannot be ex- 
pected in a state park. One and all have a 
democratic right to try skill and luck at Ben- 
nett Spring, Montauk and Roaring River. Be- 
tween themselves, true brothers of the angle 
make the best of it. They will not use cop- 
per devons and spinning gear— perfectly 
proper equipment for the proper situations. 
They will not cast across other anglers’ lines. 
They will not rake the bottom with gang 
hooks. They will not put down every fish in 
the stream. Instead, they will observe the 
amenities of the art and enjoy its high 
pleasures. 

But there are the meat-hounds. Happily, 
their number is not to be judged by their 
noise. The Conservation Commission will 
not repeal a reasonable restriction which is 
the last best hope of angling in Missouri. Of 
that, all good anglers are sure. What they 
pray for is that the meat-hound may be con- 
verted, that he may present himself for initia- 
tion into their ancient brotherhod. 


Dr. Libby’s Record 


Resigning from the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission after completing only three years of 
his five-year term, Dr. Willard F. Libby urged 
the President to replace him with another 
scientist and eventually to place two scientists 
on the commission. In principle he is correct, 
but we are bound to say that his record brings 
no powerful support to his plea. 

Virtually Dr. Libby's first act as an AEC 
commissioner was to abnegate responsibility 
by leaving the room to permit a vote on the 


* Dixon-Yates power contract to be taken with- 


out him. The result was approval of the con- 
tract by a rump vote of 2 to 1 (the full com- 
mission has five members), Dr. Libby’s ex- 
cuse was that he did not know enough about 
the issue to vote. It had been in the news- 
papers for months and any reasonably well- 
informed person not only could but should 
have formed an opinion about it. 

A distinguished chemist, Dr. Libby lent all 
the weight of his prestige as a man of science 
to defend the AEC’s policies that nuclear tests 
should be continued. He pooh-poohed the ef- 
fects of nuclear fallout, challenged the genet- 
icists in their own field, and declared that 
cessation of nuclear tests would threaten the 
United States arms program. 

He defended the commission’s atomic 
power program, but now, after submitting 
his resignation, says he feels it is not de- 
veloping quickly enough. — ) 

Such is Dr. Libby’s record. From it any 
future appointee drawn from the scientific 
disciplines may derive some conclusions that 
should be salutary to his public service: that 
he should not turn his scientific standing to 
propaganda capital; that he should not speak 


as a scientist outside the fields of his special — 


competence; that he may be expected to 
have some information and to take a stand on 
controversial public issues about which every 
citizen should keep informed. 


The Big Brother Appeal 


President Eisenhower certainly may be ex- 
cused for violating his own rule for humility 
and modesty—if he did break it—when he 
declared at his press conference Wednesday 
that he considered himself better qualified 
than anyone else to decide about defense 
expenditures, 

He may also be excused for the irritation 
he showed over “demagogic talk” concerning 
the missile gap and other defense matters. 
There has been a good bit of demagogic talk. 
Partisan politics has played a part in it. But 
sincere critics have also raised their voices 
because they have good grounds to fear that 
defense is taking second place to a balanced 
budget. 

The President may not be excused for fail- 
ing to make a reasoned case for his side of 
the defense argument. His emotional appeal 
to authority, his tacit request that the people 
put their trust in big brother instead of think- 
ing the issue through themselves, ill becomes 
his high office. 

In a democracy, nobody needs to be taken 
on faith, no matter how authoritatively he 
speaks on a particular subject. The Presi- 
dent like everybody else should give reasons 
for what he wants to do—and stand or fall 
on the persuasiveness of his case. 

Confidence in the President as a defense 
authority is not increased, furthermore, by 
the disclosure in a Defense Department report 
that Mr. Eisenhower was incorrect in his 
budget message figures last month on missile 
production and research. 

He then said, “The Department of Defense 
will significantly increase expenditures for 
procurement of missiles and for development 
and evaluation of new weapons” in the next 
fiscal year. The new Pentagon report reveals 
that the planned investment of a total of $6.- 
817,000,000 in missile weapons systems during 
fiscal 1960 is about $400,000,000 less than for 
the present fiscal year. 

Yes, Mr. Eisenhower is the top military 
man, in possession of all the secret informa- 
tion anybody has. But misstatements like 
this shake confidence in his decisions on de- 
fense, and make it all the more necessary that 
he should explain and convince—not merely 
pronounce. 


More Power to Missouri U. 


The House Appropriations Committee has 
shown what it thinks of the University of 
Missouri power issue by restoring a $750,000 
budget item for enlarging the generating 
plant there. After Gov. Blair cut out the 
item, an Appropriations subcommittee con- 
ducted hearings, on which the decision to re- 
store the item presumably was based. Still 
undecided is a similar case at Fulton State 
Hospital. A special investigating committee 
headed by Representative Cornelius Costello 
of Kansas City has not even begun to dispel 
the mysterious circumstances surrounding 
the making of the contract there with Mis- 
souri Power & Light Co., Gov. Blair’s old law 
client. When may Missouri expect action in 
that quarter? 


The County’s No. 1 Problem 


As war is too important to be left to the 
generals, so is school financing in St. Louis 
county far too important to be left to the 29 
Superintendents. Supervisor McNary, as the 
county’s principal elective official, and the 
county’s 12-member legislative delegation are 
responsible for protecting the public interest 
in this matter. 

Real property is the principal support of 
public education in the county. Because of 
its uneven distribution and because the 
county is cut up into 29 individual school dis- 
tricts with a varying number of pupils, some 
districts have far more taxable wealth avail- 
able to support them than do others. The re- 
sult is grossly unequal educational opportun- 
ities for the children who compete for 
scholarships and ultimately for jobs. 

There is plenty of taxable wealth—a bil- 
lion dollars—in the county to assure every 
child a satisfactory education. But this 
requires legislation recommended by the 
Metropolitan St. Louis Survey to establish a 
uniform school tax throughout the county to 
guarantee a minimum expenditure per pupil 
regardless of his district. Districts that 
wanted to exceed this minimum could raise 
more taxes on their own, if they wanted to. 

Such an equalization would do more than 
equalize opportunities. Equalization also 
would .pave the way for further consolida- 
tion of school districts. If every child had 
the same minimum tax support behind him, 
as the Survey recommends, the necessary 
consolidations might be accomplished rel- 
atively painlessly. Orderly development of the 
county would be encouraged. Children would 
not have to live within the shadow of industry 
to benefit from it as they do now. And saner 
school taxes would permit improving and ex- 
panding county services, including police, to 
keep abreast of the needs and desires of a 
rapidly growing population. 

The 4 mca oe proposal now before 
the Legislature does not equalize anything. 
It provides for a 2-cent county cigarette tax, 
with the proceeds going to the poorer school 
districts. The county’s legislative delegation 
ought to see that a real estate equalization 
along lines of the Survey’s plan is introduced. 


A Feeder Air Line Expands 


One of the outstanding examples of the 
rapid growth of air commerce is to be found 
in St. Louis. Beginning Sunday, Ozark Air 
Lines will expand its flying operations by 45 
per cent. The 8000-mile expansion will intro- 
duce service to four new cities and provide 
additiona! service to 25 others. 

Only eight years ago this company began 
scheduled operations between St. Louis and 
Chicago with stops at Springfield, Decatur 
and Urbana. Now its operations total 38 
daily flights between St. Louis and 39 other 
cities in 11 states. The Ozark staff totals more 
than 1000 with 173 new employes, including 
50 pilots, added as a result of the additional 
routes poe recently by the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board. 

There is noné of the spectacular about 
short-haul air service to terminals and 
between smaller communities, but these 
operations are just as to the 

aviation as are the flights of the big new 
coast-to-coast jet airliners. |

argument that statehood could make 
it more difficult for Hawaiians to 
control their affairs. 

Do you anticipate as much sup- 
port as ever from Republicans for 
Hawatian statehood now that the 
trend in the last three elections in 
Hawaii has been more toward the 
Democrats? 

I certainly do. This is a moral 
question rather than a political ques- 


tion. I said repeatedly while we 
were fighting for Alaskan and Ha- 
waiian statehood in the last session 
of the Congress that I couldn’t find 
anything in the Constitution of the 
United States that gave preference 
to one political party over the other. 


Southern Democrats have frequent- 
ly argued for a commonwealth status 
for Hawati tnsteatl of statehood. It 
is presumed that they are afraid that 
Hawaiians will join forces trying to 
break filibusters on civil rights. How 
do you look at this? 

The latter is an assumption that 
some people have made. There are 
some people in the Congress, not 
alone Southerners, who argued for 
a commonwealth status for Alaska. 
Now those same people, I think, will 
argue for a commonwealth status for 
Hawaij. I think that is entirely be- 
side the point. 

It has been estimated that some 82 
per cent of the Hawatian population 
is native born, but about 70 per cent 
of it is of Asian ancestry. This 
makes it likely that in time United 
States Senators and Representatives 
will be drawn from this group. Would 
there be any significant consequences 
from such an event? 

In the first place these Hawaiians 
have demonstrated their loyalty. 
There wasn't a single case even of 
suspected espionage both before and 
after Pearl Harbor clear through the 
conclusion of the war. The question 
of whether some Hawaiians have Ori- 
ental blood seems to mé to be of 
absolutely no importance in the situ- 
ation except as it affects our rela 
a with other nations in the Far 

ast. 

It might be that eventually a Sen- 
ator would be elected who would be 
of mixed blood, of Chinese, Japa- 
nese, Korean, and American—what- 
ever American blood is—and I think 
that would be all to the good so long 
as the individual properly represent- 
ed the best interests of the ple 
of Hawaii.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 27— 
President Elmer Ellis of the 
University of Missouri an- 
nounced today that Dan De- 
vine's contract as head foot- 
ball coach has been extended 
six years by mutual agreement. 

Devine, whose Tigers have a 
5-4-1 record during his fresh- 
man season in 1958, joined the 
Missouri staff under a three- 
year contract. His new con- 
tract, which both parties indi- 
cate is a two-way affair bind- 
ing on each, extends Devine’s 
tenure through March 1, 1967. 

With announcement of the 
new contract, approved by the 
Board of Curators, came state- 
ments of mutual admiration 
from both sides. 

Athletic Director Don Faurot 
said he was “highly elated that 
a man of Devine’s integrity 
and proven ability is going to 
head up our football staff for 
the next eight years” and pre- 
dicting that Tiger fans can 
look forward to a “fine era of 
football under one of the na- 
tion's great young coaches.” 

Devine said he had come to 
know Missouri as one of the 
fine educational institutions in 
the United States and to real- 


ly respect the university and 
athletic officials 
The new contract tears up 


the vear-old three-year agree- 
ment and replaces it with one 
for eight vears. President El- 


lis did not reveal if any 
cnanges were made in the

IN MEXICO: WAGE 
BOOST GRANTED 


MEXICO CITY, Feb. 27 (AP) 
—Some 60,000 striking Mexi- 
can railroad workers were or- 
dered back to the job today 
after an agreement was reached 
giving them an average 4 per 
cent pay raise and medical and 
housing benefits. Some work- 
ers returned last night to put 
the yards in order. 

It was a quiek end to the 
first serious threat to Presi- 
dent Adolfo Lopez Mateos’s 
three-month-old government. 
A prolonged strike undoubted- 
ly would have caused wide- 
spread labor trouble in other 
fields. 

The strike had stopped oper- 
ations on two-thirds of the 
14.000 miles of government- 
owned rail lines since noon 
Wednesday. Most of the ma- 
jor routes were affected—be- 
tween Mexico City and the rest 
of the country, and throughout 
the northeast. north central 
and southern. sectors.

Nelson Sees 1,200,000 
New Homes in 1959 


CHICAGO — Walter C. Nel- 
son, president of the Mortgage 
Bankers Association of Amer- 
ica. told the association’s mid- 
west conference here that “the 
supply of mortgage funds this 
year is sure to be greater than 
last year. The increase in VA 
interest rate seems certain to 
come, and with it will develop 
a reversal in the decline in VA 
financing. Based upon events 
now taking shape, the volume 
of home building will certainly 
be around 1,200,000 starts.” 
Nelson addressed a session of 
the association’s conference in 
the Conrad Hilton Hotel, sum- 
marizing the outlook in the 
field of mortgage credit. 

Nelson said it seems clear 
“we will not have a repetition 
of last year’s easy financing of 
the kind provided by the Fed- 
eral National Mortgage Associ- 
ation’s special assistance pro- 
gram, and that we can be 
equally sure that the Federal 
Housing Administration activ- 
ity will not be imperiled by 
lack of insurance authoriza- 
tion.” 

“So much for the short run 
prospect,” he said. “It should 
not give us too much concern, 
for, although amid the shifts 
in the money market and in 
the political arena we may have 
some anxious moments, the 
year is bound to be a good one 
for most of us. Our main con- 
cern is with something more 
fundamental than any of this. 
It involves the question of 
whether we are drifting into a 
situation in which we shall 
have no mortgage market at 
all. 

Is It Sound? 


“TI do not think I exaggerate 
when I put the matter this 
badly. The plain fact is that 
the mortgage market is deeply 


are already at work in the fi- 
nancial markets, if not in the 
economy generally. We are 
dealing in a situation where a 
strong conviction has as much 
influence as a fact. 


“As I see it, what the ad- 
ministration is trying to do is 
to dispel this conviction. It is 
now giving its full weight to 
an attempted demonstration 
that deficits do not have to be 
a way of life in this country, 
and it is endeavoring to handle 
the present deficit in a way 
that will minimize its infla- 
tionary results. This will mean, 
I am sure, that for the rest of 
the year, private borrowers are 
likely to find a tight money 
market with interest rates 
hovering around present levels 
or even going somewhat 
higher.” 


“The present tightness of 
long-term money is due more 
to a diversion of funds rather 
than to an extraordinary de- 
mand for funds. The recent 
and prospective upward trend 
in interest rates reflects again 
not so much a real shortage of 
funds as an effort to compen- 
sate in some measure for the 
loss of the buying power of 
capital that investors fear they 
may experience over the period 
of a long-term debt. 

“There is only one way in 
which confidence in debt in- 
vestment can be restored. That 
is to create as much assurance 
as possible that the dollars that 
are paid back will be worth as 
much as the dollars that were 
lent. Probably the most impor- 
tant immediate step toward this 
objective is the balancing of 
the federal budget. This one 
act, if it can be accomplished, 
will be taken everywhere as 
evidence that currency will not 
be endlessly diluted.”

Needed by Science: 
20,000 Baby Teeth 


ON MY FIRST TRIP to Europe, I traveled with three 
men, companionable clergymen all. On the second trip, 
I traveled with two, my husband and my son. There were 
some differences between these trips but no single contrast 
was as striking as the 
one concerning baby 
teeth. 

On the first trip, baby 
teeth were not an issue; 
in fact I can say with 
reasonable assurance that 
the subject never came 
up. On the second trip, 
it was always with us. 
When the 6-year-old’s 
baby teeth were not com- 
ing out, they were threat- 
ening to come out, pro- 
truding at weird right 
angles, wobbling discon- 
certingly, or hanging by 
a precarious thread. Our 
diet was governed less by 
the status of our travel- 
ers’ checks than by the 
status of movable teeth. 

The first tooth to come 
out wiggled all the way 
across the Atlantic, was dangling by the time we reached 
Westminster Abbey, and finally broke loose on a piece 
of hard bread (never can remember if this is a bun or a 
roll in England) in the London airport. 


We wisely delayed in making the payoff until 
we reached Berlin that night. We simply couldn’t 
figure the exchange rate in English money which 
baffles both of us. Fifty pfennigs, however, was a 
substantial version of the dime being half of a 
mark or half of 23.6 cents if you care to figure 
that out,

Some of my scouts tell me a dime is no longer popu- 
lar exchange for the tooth left under the pillow for the 
tooth fairy.

At a recent meeting of the Metropolitan Church 
Federation board, Mrs. E. Julian Birk announced 
that the Greater St. Louis Citizens’ Committee for 
Nuclear Information is seeking to collect 50,000 
baby teeth. 


The purpose is to seek to learn more about the ac- 
cumulation of strontium 90, the radioactive material in 
fallout from atomic and hydrogen bomb explosions. No 
matter how you feel about the advisability of continuing 
or discontinuing nuclear testing, most parents would like 
to know more about the effect of strontium 90 on the bones 
and teeth of their growing children. 

Do not—repeat do not—toss a lot of old teeth in an 
envelope and send them away. Teeth must be accompanied 
by an information form which you can get from Baby 
Tooth Survey, 4484 West Pine boulevard, St. Louls 8, Mo. 
Some women’s church groups have these, too. Only teeth 
from recent years are usable in the survey. 

No individual analyses will be made but general re- 
sults will be announced to the public. It should be interest- 
ing to find out what’s in those baby teeth besides gold— 
in the form of dimes and quarters—for the kids who lose 
them.

DEAR MRS. POST: I have no father and would like 
my brother to give me away at my wedding. The catch is 
that he is the second of three brothers. Mother thinks 
the oldest brother should act as head of the family, 
whereas I feel that feelings should have some bearing on 
the whole thing.

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‘Grandmother’ of M. U. Journalism School 


Sara Lockwood Williams Recalls How Its Founder Wooed and Won Her; They Saw World Takes Skill 


SARA LOCKWOOD WILLIAMS, whose late husband founded Missouri University's School 
of Journalism, chats with DR. FRANK LUTHER MOTT, its dean emeritus, at the school's 
fiftieth anniversary celebration.

COLUMBIA, Mo., Feb. 27. 

THE Missouri Women’s Press 
Club was having its annual pa- 
jama party for “the girls” and 
members stood up, one by one, 
to identify themselves. Half- 
way round the room, a round- 
ed, graying little woman in a 
Chinese mandarin robe got to 
her feet. 


“I am the grandmother of 
the Journalism School,” she 
said simply, and sat down to 
resounding applause. 


Sara Lockwood Williams — 
“Sally” to everyone who knows 
her—might better be called the 
grandmother - by- marriage of 
the University of Missouri 
School of Journalism. The 
late Walter Williams, gentile, 
brilliant and beloved founder 
of the first journalism school, 
was already its dean when Sara 
Lockwood, a young faculty 
member, became his second 
wife. She was not on hand 50 
years ago when the school was 
founded. 

“Although I think most of 
the students take it for granted 
that I was,” she says. “During 
this year’s fiftieth anniversary 
celebration, every time anyone 
wants to know anything about 
the history of the school, he 
comes to me.” 

Chances are that Sally knows 
the answer. She has been stu- 
dent, teacher, wife of the dean 
who later became the univer- 
sity president. And now after 
an absence of years away from 
the school following his death, 
she is back as editor of Jour- 
nalism Alumni News and is 
the contact with the many 
former students she knows s0 
well. 

Sally Williams lives in a 
lovely little house on South 
Edgewood on the fringe of Co- 
lumbia where she has a view 
of a lake in an abandoned rock 
quarry and her garden with 
its stone lantern, a gift of the 
Japanese Government. Inside 
she can look around at the 
many other Oriental mementos, 
at picturés and her voluminous 
scrapbooks and relive her life 
and the story she smilingly 
calls “the greatest love story 
in the world, which is always 
your own.” 


Sara Lockwood was born in 
Rockport, Mo. Later her family 
moved to Columbia. She was 
a high school student there 
when she first called on Dean 
Williams to ask his advice 
about studying journalism. He 
had come up the hard way, 
from printer’s devil to country 
newspaper editor, and had nev-

er gone to college. In 1908 
when he started the journalism 


school, he was married and the 
father of three children. 
“Soon,” Sally recalls, “he 


had become my father confes- 
sor. If I needed advice or had 
to borrow money I went to 
him. He knew my every beau, 
my every ache and pain, my 
ambitions.” 


Her ambition, when she re- 
ceived her B. J. degree in 1913, 
was to work on the Japan Ad- 
vertiser, a Tokyo newspaper 
published by Williams's good 
friend, Benjamin Fleisher, and 
once staffed entirely by d- 
school graduates. Williams told 
her he could not send a young 
unmarried girl to the orient, 
but he did help ner become 
the first girl reporter on the 
St. Joseph (Mo.) Gazette. 


She spent six months there 
being the intrepid girl re- 
porter, then went to the Tulsa 
(Okla.) Times and then to the 
Philadelphia Ledger. Williams, 
by this time, was a widower 
and on one occasion he 
stopped off in Philadelphia to 
tell her he was going to Tokyo 
to start a magazine and ask if 
she’d like to go along. 

“You would ask me when 
I’m engaged to be married in 
September,” she said. 

It was many years later 
that she found out that he had 
meant the offer, not as a job 
but as a proposal of marriage. 

Her engagement was broken 
and Dean Williams persuaded 
her to come back to the cam- 
pus to teacn feature writing. 
Her mother in Columbia was 
getting old and needed her, 
too. 

She had been back only a 
short time when it became ap- 
parent that the dean was start- 
ing to court her. At first she 
couldn't believe it. There was 
almost a 30-year difference in

their ages and he was, after 
all, great man. 

“In a way it was disillusion- 
ing,” she said. “I had him on 
a pedestal and suddenly he 
was on my level.” 

Although she liked her fac- 
ulty job and had just become 
national president of Theta 
Sigma Phi, women’s journal- 
ism organization, she took off 
for a job in Hawaii on the 
Honolulu Star - Bulletin for 
time to think the situation 
over. 

Persuasive cablegrams fol- 
lowed her by the dozens. On 
one occasion, there was an air- 
plane competition across the 
Pacific and a plane was lost. 
Every cable with meager infor- 
mation was followed up and 
her editor sent her to the cable 
office to spend the night wait- 
ing for them. Six cables arrived 
that night; all for Sara Lock- 
wood from Walter Williams. 

The dean was scheduled to 
take a trip to Japan. His ship 
barely touched shore there 
when he was headed back to 
Hawaii. She was substituting 
on the police run and the dig- 
nified dean sat in the police 
station nights waiting for her 
to get off duty. Finally she 
consented. 

They returned to the United 
States and were married at 
the home of her cousin in Salt 
Lake City, The news was sent 
to Frank L. Martin, then acting 
dean of the school. Arriving 
on the day of a big football 
game, it was announced to the 
crowds there. 

They were married only 


eight years, from 1927 to his | 


death in 1935, but in that time 
they packed a lifetime of globe- 
trotting. The first summer they

It doesn’t take them too long 
to find out it's going to take a 
lot more than this equipment 
and a lot more than a few hours 
of their time to remove the 
old finish and put on a new 
one. 

But even more important, 
the new finish is hardly likely 
to resemble the previous one 
for the simple reason that it 
takes knowledge and experi- 
ence to duplicate the fine fin- 
ishes that come with good fur- 
niture. 

We say that anyone with a 
minimum amount of skill and 
equipment can paint or enamel 
a piece of furniture, and the 
same holds true of giving a 
piece a stain followed shel. 
lac or varnish, but this is not 
the same as eying to duplicate 
a really fine finish on a piece 
of fine furniture. 

If you want to be perfectly 
safe the best thing to do is to 
send your fine furniture out 
for professional refinishing. 
The next best thing is to get 
the knowledge and equipment 
that will be required if you 
wish to do the job yourself. 

There are many fine books 
on the subject of furniture re- 
finishing. Among these is the 
“Complete Book of Furniture 
Repair and Refinishing” by 
Raiph Parsons Kinn which 
contains a wealth of informa- 
tion on the subject. You'll find 
other excellent works on this 
same subject at your public 
library. Look them over cafe- 
fully and if you decide you 
have the time and patience to 
do the refinishing job yourself, 
study them and then get the 
— equipment and go to 
work.

What Might Have Been 


“THE HANGING TREE,” at the FOX THEATER, could 
have been an unusual Western, one of depth and power in 
a probe of human nature. It's about a mysterious physician- 
gambler in a Montana mining camp in the "70s who can 
take care of himself with a gun or in a 
poker game, yet is tender and dedicated 
in healing a young Swiss immigrant 
woman badly injured in a stage coach 
crash in which her father is killed. Not 
only does he heal her, but he protects her 
against the gossiping tongues of the camp 
women and the slobbering advances of 
one greedy, wolfish miner, and secretly finances her grub- 
Stake in a gold claim. 

Why? Just to be kind. Even though the girl obviously 
adores him, apparently he has no use for women any more, 
as it comes out that he killed his brother after an affair 
with his wife and the wife committed suicide, back in 
Nilinois. So this paragon of tough saintliness, after killing 
the girl's would-be assailant, ends up with a noose about 
sis neck under a hanging tree, in the clutches of a drunken, 
bestial, envious mob. 

In the hands of Gary Cooper as the doctor, Maria 
Schell as the girl, and Kar! Malden as the heavy, capable 
actors all, and with any sort of a screen-play and probing, 
sensitive direction, there could have been some analysis of 
what makes people the way they are, good and bad. Why 
was Gary such a noble, shining soul amidst raw surround- 
ings of avarice and rapaciousness, even though he had 
bitter memories? What did he represent as opposed to the 
lower nature of lesser men? 

You'll never find out from this. Director Delmer Daves 
and the script are content to skim the surface just for the 
action and let the philosophical and psychological stay down 
in the bed rock. So that in spite of the violent and harrow- 
ing things that happen to these people, there is no real 
emotion, no character penetration, no motivation. Just 
another action story which means little in a formula which 
always feeds on action. No “Ox-Bow Incident,” this. 
And too bad. 


Passion Amidst the Picturesque 


“TIDES OF PASSION,” at the APOLLO ART THE- 
ATER has a title that sounds like one of those old silent 
films starring Pola Negri, but it is certainiy apt. Passion 
seethes all through this French film about life in the 
Vendee,. the marsh country of France on 
the west coast. 

An orphan girl who works in the shop 
of two spinsters falls in love with a hand- 
some farm foreman when he picks her 
at the county fair to lead off into the 
marshes—a local custom by which the un- 
attached girls seem eventually to get hus- 
bands. But his buxom woman employer is hot after him 
and jealously denounces the girl, so that her guardians 
send her off to be a servant on an island for an oily crab 
and lobster dealer. There is the mossy device of the 
intercepted letter, so the farm foreman thinks his girl 
has abandoned him and takes up with a sophisticated 
woman artist from Paris. The lechery in the lobster man 
comes out under drink and he insanely chases the servant 
girl back to the mainland and through the marshes in an 
attempt to ravish her, before the husky hero comes plough- 
ing through the swamp water to her rescue. 

The plot is corny enough, as you can see. But its 
candor, earthiness, fierce intensity and the conviction of 
its acting give it a hard-breathing realism. (There are a 
couple of nude shots which would never be attempted in 
American film.) The countryside, with its marshes, canals, 
windmills, quays and ruins, is beautiful, picturesque and 
very vivid in Eastman color, and the picture’s worth seeing 
for that alone, although I think junior's geography lesson 
should be postponed in this case. Etchika Choureau, an 
appealing young woman with strawberry hair, who has 
made three Hollywood pictures, plays the terrified and 
lonely orphan girl very well. Jean Danet is the hero, 
Alfred Adam the lecher and Dora Doll the farm owner. 


Scotch Scof flaws Skunk Sassenach Scoundrels 


THAT SEQUELS are usually an anticlimax and a mis- 
take is proved again, as if it needed to be, by “MAD 
LITTLE ISLAND,” at the SHADY OAK and RICHMOND. 
It attempts to revive the dry humor of “Tight Little 
Island.” the delightful comedy of nine 
years ago about how an island of highly 
independent Scots in the Hebrides found 
solution for their thirst and troubles when 
a ship carrying 50.000 cases of Scotch 
was wrecked on a reef. In this case, 
working from a novel by Compton Mac- 
kenzie, author of the first story, the film 
tells how the islanders resist an attempt to relocate them 
on the mainland to make room for an atomic missile 
launching station. 

The color gives a charm and beauty to the island, and 
the same humor and whimsey are atte 4.ted as before in 
the activities of the scofflaws in outwitting the pompous 
home guard captain, but this time it simply isn’t very 
funny and is rather thin.

THE MOST BUMPTIOUS student in the history of Wash- 
ington University’s School of Architecture was Ervin H. Ward- 


nick. He was the student

Architecture is a five-year 
course at Washington U., a 
mighty serious study. Wardnick 
was a member of the Class of 
1954. He failed to graduate 
and the free-thinkers in the 
Class of '54 are sorry he did 
not make it into the outside 
world with them. They say 
Wardnick would have been the 
first architect to lay a round 
cornerstone. 

Wardnick’s class started at 
Washington U. in 1949, the last 
big year for enrollments under 
the G.I. Bill of Rights. Ward- 
nick didn’t show up on campus 
until 1951, two years after 
everyone else had _ enrolled. 
That was promptness, for 
Wardnick. His attitude always 
was that if the university au- 
thorities wanted to see him 
they could just whistle. Some 
of the authorities got beautiful- 
ly blue in the face whistling for 
Wardnick 

Ervin H. was the most un- 
reconstructed rebel in the class. 
Professors and deans couldn't 
have impressed him less if they 
had been commissioned second 
lieutenants A lot of stern 
training is laid onto a young 
man before he is turned loose 
on the world as a certified 
house-broken architect, but 
Wardnick wasn't having any of 
it. He couldn't have been hap- 
pier jf he was King Farouk 
exiled for life to the Folies 
Bergere, backstage.

Foot Doctor ‘Alarmed’ by Women’s Shoes

NEW YORK, Feb. 27 (AP). 
WE'RE PRODUCING a new 
generation of “wobbling Win- 
nes” in shoes with needle toes 
and stiletto heels, says Dr. H. 
L. Collins of Columbus, O., di- 
rector of public education for 
the American Podiatry Asso- 
ciation and a podiatrist and 
foot surgeon for 27 years. 
“If older women want 
wear these precarious shoes, 
that’s up to them,” says Dr. 
Collins. “But we foot special- 
ists are alarmed about what 
the current shoe styles are do- 
ing to teen-agers’ feet. 
“Young feet are not yet set 
in their shape, and young girls 
haven't learned how to walk 
in these pointed, high-heeled 
shoes without wobbling. They

Uncle Ray’s Column 
The Centauri Group 


By Ramon Coffman 


OUTSIDE our solar system is 
a wide space without any stars. 
Then come the stars of the Cen- 
tauri group. (Céntauri is pro- 
nounced sen-TOH-rye or sen- 
TOH-ree—in either case the 
second syllable rhymes with 
OH.) 

When we are at an average 
distance, light from the sun 


’ \s 
y— /| takes eight minutes and 20 sec- 


| onds to get here. The same 
light reaches Neptune and 
Pluto (in their present posi- 
tions) in about four hours. 


Sunshine which misses the 
planets goes into outer space. 
It reaches the Centauri group 
in four and one third years. 

Three stars exist in the Cen- 
tauri group. The brighest of 
them is Alpha Centauri (for- 
merly classed as the nearest 
star) but the closest appears 
to be Proxima Centauri. 

Q. How far from us is Prox- 
ima Centauri? 


| A. Using round numbers, &s- 


tronomers say that it is “about 
25 trillion miles away.” 

Q. Is Alpha Centauri a dou- 
bie star? 


A. It is composed of at least 
two bright stars, but their light 
is fused in such a manner that 
they seem to shine as one. 


Q. Can Alpha Centauri:be 
seen without a telescope? ~ 

A. Yes, this double or multi- 
ple star ranks third in bright- 
ness among the true stars. 
Ahead of it are Sirius and 
Canopus (pronounced kufi-NO- 
pus). 


Alpha Centauri never is seen 
by most persons in the north- 
ern half of the globe. It is 
called “a southern hemisphere 
star,” but may be observed in 
the springtime a few hundred 
miles north of the equator. 

Alpha Centauri is near, or 
at least seéms to be near, the 
Southern Cross. Actually it is 
many trillions of miles from 
any star in the Southern Cross.
